The new program, constituting modified recontrol, 
was announced last night by Finance Minister Abbott, 
who also served notice that the government plans to ask 

' parliament to extend its price control powers scheduled 
to expire March $1, for another year.

CHIEF COMPLAINTS against | 
the method of taking the vote In 
cluded failure of a deputy return-| 
ing officer to Initial approximately 
20 ballots issued to electors; left 
the ballots on a table and told} 
electors to help themselves; did 
not keep the ballot box in view! 
for the receipt of ballot papers | 
during the whole of the polling 
but on a number of occasions left | 
the polling station and was absent | 
from it for period of from 10 to 
20 minutes, and during these 
periods no one was left in charge 
of the ballot box 

It was complained also that the 
deputy returning officer did not 
furnish a polling booth with com 
partment in which voters could 
mark their ballots without being 
seen, and most of the voters used | 
a window sill or table in the poll- 
ing booth to mark their ballots 

IT WAS ALLEGED also that 
none of the deputy returning of 
ficers examined their ballot papers 
at the close of the poll, and none 
of them counted the votes, and that 
the returning officer counted all 
ballots, and did not set aside such 
ballots as rejected. This count was 
made two days after the vote had 
been taken, 

MIKE ZOWTIUK, a deputy re- 
turning officer, answering the al- 
legation that he did not comply 
with regulations regarding the in 
itialing of ballots testified this was 
due to his unfamiliarity with the 
election rule, and on the question 
of absence from the polling sta- 
tion he said that when absent from 
the poll he had kept it in sight 
and when a voter approached he 
was on hand to take the vote. On 
the question ef failing to provide 
a proper polling booth Mr. Zowtluk 
testified the poll was located in 
a clothes closet, but many electors 
did not trouble to enter it to mark 
their ballots,

US. to Build Up 
Alaska Defences 


By WILLIAM F. McMENAMIN 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 16,—(BUP) 
—The United States will spend 
$67,832,000 building up its Alaskan 
defences against the possibility of 
a trans-polar air attack if the house 
approves a measure now awaiting 
consideration. 

The funds would be used to set 
up airways communications centres, 
and improve living accommoda- 
tions and operational facilities at 
Alaskan bases. 

Air force officials, emphasizing 
the need for stronger Alaskan de- 
fences, have pointed out that these 
bases would comprise the first 
U.S. Ines of defence in the event 
of an east-west conflict. 

The Senate earlier this week 
passed a $354,000,000 appropriation 
measure for armed force station 
improvements, and sent the bill to 
the house. It includes $49,400,000 for 
army and air force projects in 
Alaska, and $18,432,500 for improv- 
ing Alaskan naval stations. 

This would be In addition to 
the $70,000,000 already authorized 
by congress for army and air force 
construction in Alaska,

We felt that the issue should | 
be settled not on individual politi- 
cal sentiments, but on the basis of 
a reasonable objectivity,” stated the 
official letter, which was signed by 
Ernest Hodgson, president of the 
education students society, “Close 
acquaintance with the publication 
in question proved it to be the 
rankest type of propaganda,” said 
the letter, 

Earlier this week, several stu 
dents said they favored distribution 
of the anti-Red pamphlet, Thursday 
several education students express 
ed indignation at one statement | 
made by a student who said, “Many | 
education students come from the 
backwoods of Alberta. For that

New Bill of Rights 
Planned for Indians

OTTAWA, Jan. 16.—(CP)—A new Bill of Rights for 

Canada’s Indians and Eskimos, the complete rewrite of an 

act practically unchanged almost since confederation, is ex- 

pected to be one of the important measures coming out of the 
present session of parliament, which reassembles Jan. 26. 

- = wT FOR TWO SESSIONS a joint 
| committee of the Senate and the 
Commons has been taking evidence. 
Now it plans to get down to the 
| final big task of rewriting the In- 
} dian Act, which governs the Dom- 
inion’s 130,000 Indians as wards of 
the state 

Canadians have learned that the 
Indian, once thought of as the “van- 
ishing redman,” has become an im- 
portant part of the country’s econ- 
omy, contributing to its wealth in- 
stead of being a drain on taxpayers. 

It is estimated that 40 per cent

Volunteers May 
Serve Either Side 


OTTAWA, Jan, 16—(CP)—If a 
volunteer United Nations force is 
formed to keep peace in Palestine, 
Canadians will be free to join it if 
they wish, it was learned here yes- 


terday, 

There was no legal barriers to 
such action at present and the gov- 
ernment has taken no steps to pre 
vent Canadians going to the Holy 
Land to participate on either Jew- 
ish or Arab sides in the strife over 
partition, 

The question of Canadians going 
to Palestine was raised at the con- 
vention here of the Zionist Organi- 
zation of Canada and a resolution 
was passed urging the government 
to permit Canadian volunteers to 
serve in an international force rais- 
ed for Palestine. 

The 1937 Foreign Enlistment Act 
technically prohibits Canadians 
serving in the forces of foreign 
countries. But there is the pro- 
viso that it can be invoked only to 
prevent such action when a state of 
war exists, 

No such state has been declared 
in Palestine and the act could not 
be applied in the case, 


Political Riot 
Lasts 5 Hours 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, Jan, 16.— 
(CP)—Scores were injured last 
night in a riot in the northwest | 
sector of Kingston between fol- 
lowers of the Labor party headed 
by W. A. Bustamante and the 
People’s National party. 

The riot continued for five hours 
before police could quell it, Some 
arrests were made. 

The melee started when an 
armed crowd attacked a house from 
which Bustamante, gun-toting min- 
ister of communications in the 
island government and leader of 
his own labor union, was booed 
last week. 

The rioters carried cutlasses, 
pickaxes and shovels and threw 
sticks, stones and bottles, As far 
as could be learned none of the 
injured was in serious condition.

MAKING A MOLD FOR CASTING 
DISHES 

Have you ever wondered how 
any number of dishes may be made 
alike? The following method will 
enable you to make a plaster mold 
for a dish which may be reproduc- 
ed in clay as many times as you 
wish. 

The dish chosen should be simple 
in form, without a handle and free 
from a projecting flange or ring 
at the bottom. For example, a 
custard cup or a small bowl will 
be found quite satisfactory for mak- 
ing the mold 

The process may be simplified by 


turning the dish top down upon a 
has 


piece of oiled paper which 
been placed on a fairly smooth 
plece of wood. Roll a piece of 


heavy flexible paper into a circular 
form about one inch wider than 
the height of the dish, and long 
enough to surround the dish, allow- 
ing more than one inch between 
the paper strip and the dish, 

The strip is tied together with 
a piece of string and serves as an 
outside form wall, This wall may 
be strengthened 
around it, an inch 
outside. 

The “size,” which will prevent 
the plaster of Paris from sticking, 
is next prepared by putting a 
small piece of soap into a dish 
containing %& pint of water. The 
water is heated and the soap is 
allowed to dissolve. The size is 
next allowed to cool. When cool, 
it will be of the thickneSs of mo 
lasses, A coat of size ig now care- 
fully spread with a brush over the 
entire surface of the inverted dish. 

The plaster of Paris 1s now mix- 
ed, About five pounds of plaster 
should be used with two quarts of 
water, The plaster is dropped into 
the water a handful at a time, It 
is then allowed to soak for a few 
minutes, after which the mixture 
ig thoroughly stirred to the thick- 
ness of cream, 

When it has become somewhat 
thick, it should be poured at once 
over the inverted cup, as shown 
in the picture. Care should be 
taken to cover all parts of the sur- 
face and to fill the form to the 
top of the wall. Any air bubbles 
should be broken, The work is 
now left for a few minutes while 
you rinse out the mixing dish, This

Seats in Upper House

LONDON, Jan, 16.—(CP)—Grey 
haired Viscountess Rhondda, edi 
tor, publisher and student of inter 
national affairs, says the time has 
come for women (to have “a seat 
place and voice” in the House of 
Lords, 

She has joined forces with 22 
other peeresses in their own right 
in organizing a petition they hope 
will redress “divers great griev 
ances’ and admit them to the upper 
chamber with the same status as 
men. 

“There are maany questions T 
would like to discuss in the Lords 
but as a woman I cannot be ad 
mitted,” said Lady Rhondda 

“Even if I sought election to the 
House of Commons and was suc 
cessful it is doubtful whether I 
would be allowed to sit there be- 
cause Iam a peeress.”” 

The petition is timed to bring 
action from the peers, The Labor 


government has indicated it will 
introduce legislation to admit 
women if the present peers are 


willing, But when a resolution to 
admit women came before the 
upper chamber this year, most gov 
ernment, Conservative and Liberal 
members agreed the time was in- 
opportune for change. 

Lady Rhondda visited Canada tn 
1919, saw her family’s land and 
other holdings in Northern Alberta 
and British Columbia and travel 
led down the Peace River in a
